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TJC dental hygiene program 
soon to offer bachelor’s degree

For many students at TJC, the goal is very 
simple: complete an associate degree and move 
on to a university for a bachelors. But for a 
certain group, earning a bachelors is closer than 
it seems. 

It has been nearly one year since the 
announcement, but the bachelors degree for 
the dental hygienist program is about to arrive. 
This now places TJC as one of the few junior 
colleges to offer a service such as this. Julie 
Mettlen, Program coordinator and professor, 
gives thanks to numerous people. 

“With the support of Kevin Eltife, our 
senator, and other legislatures, get sort of a 
temporary permission to have a bachelors 
degree here at TJC and we have every 
expectation that it will be a permanent program 
here,” said Mettlen. 

According to the TJC website, the school 
is fully accredited by the Southern Association 
of Colleges and Schools to offer a Bachelor of 
Science in Dental Hygiene. 

The hybrid program offers an opportunity 
for licensed dental hygienists to further 
their education beyond the associate degree 
level. Students in the program can anticipate

a rewarding experience that develops and 
enhances skills in critical thinking, research, 
public health and education as they relate to 
the dental hygiene profession. 

Mettlen also explained the gap the 
program fills, which benefits not only students 
,but citizens of East Texas. 

“At some point in the future, a bachelors 
degree could very likely be the degree that’s 
required for a dental hygienist to actually 


become licensed,” said Mettlen. 

What sets the program apart from 
attending a traditional four-year university is 
not only convenience, but also students being 
able to save money. 

“Including core courses, the total program

for the One-Year Plan costs $6,372 for in¬ 
district and $9,342 for out-of-district,” said 
Mettlen. “The Two-Year Plan isn’t much of 
a difference. In-district is $6,584 and out-of¬ 
district is $9,554.” 

The program is designed to guide 
students in developing the knowledge, skills, 
attitudes and values necessary for careers 
with responsibilities in a variety of healthcare, 
educational, research, management, sales and 
community settings. 

The degree includes 120 total credit hours 
and students can either do the One-Year TJC 
Degree Plan or the Two-Year. 

Those applying for the program must have 
a cumulative GPA of at least 2.5 on a 4.0 scale, 
have graduated with an associate degree from 
a dental hygiene program accredited by the 
Commission on Dental Accreditation and have 
active license as a dental hygienist. 

“Students in the program are required to 
complete the core curriculum prior to receiving 
a bachelor’s degree at TJC,” said Mettlen. “The 
student must earn a C or higher in all the dental 
hygiene courses as well.” 

Although there are only 15 students in 
the program, selection for placement is based 
on a first come—first serve basis. In order to 
be considered for placement, the applicant must 
meet all requirements for admission, choose 
the One-Year/Two-Year plan, and submit all 
required documentation together prior to the 
stated deadline (July 8- Aug. 12).

Lack of transparency can 
lead to lack of safety

It’s all about transparency. 

A shooting happened on campus in September 
and no alert was sent to students or faculty. As 
students and journalists, we wanted every side of what 
happened. And why were the students not informed 
about something regarding their safety? 

A college has legal obligations regarding security 
alerts. No alert was sent because Campus Police, at that 
moment, was “able to decide” that students weren't in 
danger although bullets went through a residential hall 
air conditioner. 

Students were tweeting about the shooting and a 
rumor went around campus, but nobody knew exactly 
what happened on the night of the shooting. A police 
report was released two days later, along with a press 
release. But students and faculty were never informed 
of the shooting, other than by Tlie DrumBeat. 

Its all about safety. 

The shooting not being reported lead us to 
investigate police reports and Annual Security reports. 
This made us face another issue. 

An attempted sexual assault case in 2014 classified 
as ‘unfounded' was not reported in the Annual Police 
report.TJC showed a zero instead of reporting that one 
case. According to the U.S Department of Education, 
it should have been reported in the Crimes Unfounded 
category. 

We looked deeply through this case, asked experts 
about it and studied the law. We knew this was not 
supposed to be classified as ‘unfounded.' 

In the same week, the Annual Security report was 
modified. Now in the ‘Forcible Sex Offenses' category, 
instead of a zero, there is a one. 

After two years, because student media 
investigated it, the case classification changed. The 
new report was updated to the website on Oct. 11. By 
press day, Oct 19, nine days later, students still haven’t 
received the email with the corrected version. 

Once again, students and faculty haven’t been 
informed about it, but college officials said they will 
inform students. They are currendy in the process of 
doing so.

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Who can vote and what to bring to the polls 

Places for people to vote for the next presidential election

Election day is nigh and sometimes 
crucial information eludes young voters. 
Tuesday, Oct. 11 marked the last day 
to register to vote if residents wish to 
participate in the November general 
election. 

Karen Nelson, Elections 
Administrator for Smith County, says 
the information isn’t as complicated as 
some may think. 

According to Nelson, the county 
is seeing record numbers of voters 
registering with over 5,000 mail ballot 
being mailed out in Smith County as 
well as more than 134,000 registered 
voters in Smith County, a 31 percent 
increase from the 102,626 registered 
voters in the 2012 election. 

Voters must present one of the 
following forms of photo ID when 
voting in person: Texas driver license 
issued by the Texas Department 
of Public Safety, Texas Election 
Identification, personal identification 
card, license to carry a handgun, 
U.S. military identification card and/ 
or citizenship certificate containing 
photograph or U.S. passport. 

With the exception of the U.S. 
citizenship certificate, the identification 
must be current or have expired no 
more than four years before being 
presented for voter qualification at the 
polling place. 

According to votetexas.gov, if 
a voter cannot reasonably obtain 
one of these IDs, they can fill out a 
declaration at the polls explaining 
why and bring one of the following 
supporting documents: Valid voter 
registration certificate, certified birth 
certificate (must be an original), copy 
of (or original) current utility bill, bank 


statement, government check, paycheck 
or government document with name 
and an address (original required if it 
contains a photograph). 

If a voter is military or lives 
overseas, Nelson says this isn’t an issue. 

“If they are living overseas or 
they’re in the military, they need to file 
an FPCA which is a Federal Postcard 
Application and they’ll need to go 
through our office to able to get that 
with us on file with us so they can do a 
mail ballot,” said Nelson. 

Early voting will start on Oct. 
24 and will run through Nov. 4. Early 
voting polling locations can be found 
across Smith County and times will 
vary.

Oct. 30:1 - 6 p.m.

“We’re open 12 days straight 
so we have weekend voting as well,” 
said Nelson. “You could just show up 
because a lot of people want to get it 
out of the way and they don’t want to 
wait in a possible line on Election Day.”

Leadership class raises funds for Make-A-Wish child 

Tyler’s Terror Nights haunted houses are being used to gather donations

A leadership class at TJC is taking 
the initiative, through some unique 
tactics, in raising funds for a Make-A- 
Wish child.

“The project is really just to take all 
the things we’ve talked about in class 
and give them an opportunity to apply 
it outside of class,” said Dr. Don Blaine, 
the professor for the 2309 Leadership 
class. 

For the past 15 years, Blaine has 


encouraged his students to use whatever 
means possible to help raise donations 
for a Make-A-Wish child. This semester, 
they are raising funds for Taylor, a 13 
year old from Whitehouse whose wish 
is to go deep sea fishing. Taylor has been 
diagnosed with osteosarcoma — a rare, 
but treatable form of cancer. 

“They have to be between the 
ages of two and a half and 18, and 
they have to have a life-threatening 
medical condition, as determined by 
their physician,” said Amy Pearson, 
Development Officer for Make-A-Wish 
North Texas, about the requirements a 
child must have to be a Make-A-Wish 
child. 

When Blaine started teaching 
the class, students were able to choose 
whatever form of charity work they 
wanted. 

“There have been various projects 
like that throughout the entire time that 
weVe had this leadership course. Even 
though I give them their choice to work 
on projects, they kept going back to the 
Make-A-Wish project once we started 
it,” said Blaine. “It just became a real

good project, a real good fit for the class.” 

The students have the whole 
semester to work on their project, which 
gives them time to plan some elaborate 
means of fundraising. 

“Its something that makes us feel 
good inside, because we have something 
greater than ourselves,” said sophomore 
Oland Roberts. 

This class has chosen to utilize two 
means of gathering funds to achieve the 
$10,000 goal. The first is weekly bake 
sales. The bake sales are between Potter 
Hall and the library every Wednesday at 
1:30 p.m. until around 5 p.m. Everything 
they sell is $1. 

“The only restriction I give them 
is that they cant use any of their own 
money,” said Blaine. “So, if they re going 


to have something or going to use 
something, they’re going to have to get 
it donated. And that’s part of the project, 
they’re going to have to be resourceful.” 

The second, more unique means of 
fundraising is the Terror Nights haunted 
houses. The class has been handing out 
flyers throughout campus. If one of the 
flyers is shown when a ticket is purchased, 
$5 of the ticket goes to helping Taylor. 

“They’ve set a lofty goal. Ten 
thousand is a lot of money to raise,” said 
Blaine, “Most groups on campus are 
lucky if they raise $1,000 or $500.” 

To help them out, The Home Depot 
has agreed to match any funds raised up 
to $3,000.

Campus Police changes report folli 
story on 'unfounded* sexual assault 

After two years, a case’s status changed due to a student media ir

Two years after an attempted sexual assault was classified 
as unfounded, Campus Police have redefined it as a forcible 
sex offense. 

“Upon further review of the incident, it did fit the 
definition of an act of fondling as described under the Clery 
Act guidelines,” Randy Melton, Chief of Campus Police in 
a written statement. “The recently submitted Clery Report 
included the updating of the 2014 data to include this incident 
which was unintentionally left off the original 2014 report.” 

The Clery Act is a federal law that requires colleges to 
report crime statistics. 

According to Kimberly Lessner, Executive Director, 
of Marketing, Media and Communications, the changes 
happened because student media questioned the report and 
Campus Police took a second look at it. 

“Chief Melton ... makes the decisions to reclassify. I did 
not,” said Lessner. “They’re the ones making the decision. I 
think what it says about Campus Police is that they take their 
roles very seriously, they strive to do their best at every point 
in time.” 

In the last issue of The DrumBeat, the story “TJC failed 
to report ‘unfounded’ crime as required by law” reported that 
experts believe the attempted sexual assault should have been 
listed on the Annual Security Report. 

“If and when a point arises about a case, they are very 
open to going back. They’re open to looking at it, to check if, 
you know, ‘did we do this correctly,’ and if in their estimation, 
they could’ve done something differently,” said Lessner. “They 
are gonna correct it immediately. I think that that’s what 
happened in this case, and I think that’s what they did.” 

The case was considered ‘unfounded’ beforehand because 
the victim exchanged text messages with the perpetrator 10 
days after the incident, on Jan. 26. 

According to the police report investigation narrative, 
Officer PScott on Jan. 22: 


“I explained I could not go any further with the case 
because of the text she sent, (victim) said she sent it for a 
friend. I advised her that with her name and number it would 
be very hard to prosecute. (Victim) understood.” 

The police report shows ‘case is closed’ after the quote 
from Jan. 22, five days before the text messages were exchanged. 

Together with the normal investigation, all sexual assault 
cases are required by law to have a Title IX investigation as 
well. TJC officials could not confirm if this case had one. 

According to the U.S. Department of Education: 

“Even if a student or his or her parent does not want to file 
a complaint or does not request that the school take any action 
on the student’s behalf, if a school knows or reasonably should 
know about possible sexual harassment or sexual violence, it 
must promptly investigate to determine what occurred and 
then take appropriate steps to resolve the situation.” 

After analyzing the report, experts said the case should 
not be ‘unfounded’because victims often have a sense of denial 
and self-blame. 

“If the police talked the victim out of pressing charges 
based on that exchange of text messages, that reflects a 
real lack of training and professionalism on the part of 
the police department,” according to Frank D. LoMonte, 
Executive Director of the Student Press Law Center. “It’s 
well-documented that especially in a campus setting where 
people encounter each other socially, victims sometimes will 
act pleasantly toward the people who’ve assaulted them, partly 
because it’s hard to conceive of yourself as having been sexually 
assaulted.” 

The revised 2014 report and the 2015 report was sent to 
students and faculty on Sept. 30 through an email. The new 
corrected version that now shows the forcible sex offense from 
2014 has not yet been emailed. The Department of Education 
requires that if a Clery Act report undergoes a correction after 
being issued, it must be sent again in the same way as it was 
first issued. 
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It should be made clear this was an inadvertent oversight and action was taken, and the Department of Education and 
TJC Office of Public Relations notified. 

At this time, the required corrections and revised notifications regarding the changes are in process.

nation,” said Coach Connell. 

TJC was the only college at the 
Oracle Cup to have more than one 
player compete in JUCO men’s singles 
competition. 

Both of these Spanish teammates 
played against one another in the 
championship round Saturday, Oct. 15. 
Martinez was able to secure the victory 
and the national championship after two 
straight sets against Calvo. 

Not to mention these two were 
partners in the JUCO men’s double 
competition as well. After winning their 
opening round of doubles, they went on to 
face two more of the six contenders from 
TJC who also won their opening round. 

Reid Feehan from Tweed Heads, 
Australia and Enrique Pardo, sophomore 
from Santa Cruz de Tenerife, Spain, 
teamed up and won their opening round 
against two Seminole State student- 
athletes. Feehan and Pardo went on to 
face Calvo and Martinez in the second 
round. 

After the second round battle of 
Apaches, Calvo and Martinez advanced 
to the championship round but fell 
short and placed second in doubles. As 
for Pardo and Feehan, they came out 
victorious against two partners from 
Cypress College and placed third in the 
tournament. 

As for the women’s division, TJC 
was able to send two freshmen in Jasmin 
Asghar for singles/doubles competition 
and her partner, Oceane Garibal from 
Saint Tropez, France. 

Third seed, Asghar from London, 
England, won in the opening round but 
lost her second and third matches and 
came out in fourth place. 

The women’s doubles included Asghar 
and Garibal who won their opening match 
and moved on to the next round but lost 
to two members of the State College of 


Florida. But was able to pull out the win 
and placed third in women’s doubles. 

But the competition for one Apache., 
Martinez, who won the championship for 
JUCO men’s singles, got to play in the 
open division tournament on Saturday 
Oct. 15. 

“And then they have something 
called the Superbowl. Which is not 
football related but basically, at the same 
time they’re having JUCO national 
championships, at the same place they 
have Division II, Division III, and NAI 
national championships and all the 
national champions play against each 
other,” said Connell. 

Since Martinez won the JUCO men’s 
singles tournament, he went on to play 
against the Divison III champ, Aman 
Manji. Martinez won that match in two 
sets, he then advanced to the second round 
on Sunday Oct. 16. Where he met the 


Division II champ, Oliver Frank. Frank 
would take this match over Martinez in 
two sets. 

The Oracle Cup came to it’s 
conclusion Sunday Oct. 16. Next on the 
schedule for the tennis program is the 
Texas Cup; which is an open tournament 
that will be co-hosted by UT-Tyler and 
TJC. And that will conclude the Fall 
schedule.

Academic advising director gives students advice for future

Tyler Junior College is only a two-year 
college, which means many of the students will 
move on to transfer to bigger universities. The 
question remains to which universities Apaches 
are moving on to become a part of while 
carrying the Apache legacy with them, but also 
how to go forward through the transfer process. 

Deciding to transfer is a personal decision 
for each student that takes careful consideration, 
however the transfer process itself has many 
steps that should be taken before a student has 
the ability to transfer from TJC. 

Deciding a major is the first step on the 
road to transferring. Jan Adams, Director of 
Academic Advising, talked about getting things 
done in a timely manner when she said, “The 
second semester here you should be narrowing 
down exacdy where you want to go, you need 
to be looking at their website to find out all of 


the requirements. The second year here, third 
semester, you need to make sure that you are 
going to that university to check it out.” She 
further elaborates, “picking a major is extremely 
important.”This great advice, much like the kind 
you will receive from the advisors at TJC which 
will help during the entirety of the process. 

The second step is to complete coursework 
to graduate from TJC or become core complete. 
Adams further explains, “They need to choose 
a major at TJC, and they need to be working 
toward completing all of the core requirements, 
and major requirements. If possible, graduate 
from TJC, but at least try to be core complete 
before they transfer so they don't have to take 
that universities core cases.” 

Being core complete is the minimum that 
can save many students from paying thousands 
of dollars to retake courses that they have 
already taken. The advising staff will explain 
that graduating from TJC with a degree is 
usually the best option, but it differs between 


each student and what the requirements are 
for their degree plan. Making an appointment 
with an advisor is important, so that all the 
requirements are met.

is a good idea to keep students organized and 
on time with all of the requirements that are 
necessary. 

“Make sure you have talked to our transfer 
advisors and the university's transfer advisors to 
make sure you have everything in place so that 
you're not totally stressed out with the whole 
process. You want it to be a good experience,” 
said Adams. “Each university has different 
transfer requirements and different processes, 
some want you to have 12 hours, some want 
you to have 30 hours. Some will only transfer 
a certain amount of credits, so you will have to 
look at those things.” 

Finally, the last step is to arrange for 
the official TJC transcripts to be sent to the 
university of transfer. The transfer process is long 
process that does not need to be procrastinated. 
Providing a lengthy amount to get this done 
allocates for a less stressful experience. 

There will be a University Transfer Fair 
Nov. 7 10:00 a.m.-2:00 p.m. in Apache Rooms 
1 and 2. Various university recruiters will be 
at TJC to visit with students interested in 
transferring. In addition, there will also be 
University Transfer Information Sessions: Nov. 
8 and Nov. 9,3:30 p.m.-5:00 p.m. in the Quest 
Classroom located in Vaughn Library. TJC 
Lead Academic Advisors for transfer students 
will discuss university transfer requirements and 
processes.

Tadasa encourages all and 
acknowledges those who do a good job, 
she added. 

“He also goes to the people who’s

Personally, I think the biggest 
challenge in Tony’s class is how long 
he does the ab workouts,” said Bracker. 

Tadasa does not want people to 
make the same mistakes he did with 
his health. 

“Well, I mean that would tell 
you one thing, quit smoking, if you 
can, quit smoking, because it doesn’t 
matter if you smoked five years, in 
the future sometime, cancer will come 
up.” He said that exercise clearly helps 
people stay healthy and helps prevent 
illnesses. “It is very important to keep 
yourself healthy,” said Tadasa. “So 
doing exercise is trying not to get sick.”

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Pregnant woman from Kilgore missing for almost two months 

Family offers $10,000 reward for anyone with helpful information

Since Aug. 20, Sheryia Grant of 
Kilgore has been declared missing. 

Grant was eight months 
pregnant at the time of her 
disappearance. Since then, her 
home that she shared with her older 
sister has been burnt to the ground. 
According to Assistant Police Chief 
for Kilgore, Roman Roberson, 
Grants disappearance and the 
burning of her home are not related. 

She was last seen around 
midnight Saturday, Aug. 20. 
She was scheduled to work the 
following day at the local Chicken 
Express, but never showed up. No 
one has been able to contact Grant. 


TJC Alumni and nursing 
graduate Angela Jenkins considered 
Grant a close family friend. Grant 
even participated in Jenkins’ 
wedding. 

“I think that all TJC students, 
all people in general, have a female 
relative. [Whether it be a] mom, 
sister, aunt ... or even a friend. 
Sheryia fits all those roles,” said 
Jenkins. “The thought of someone 
knowing where her and her baby are, 
but chose not to tell is sickening.” 

Further details about Grant’s 
disappearance have not been 
released. Although her due date has 
passed, family and friends are still 
hopeful in the fact that she is still 
out there somewhere. 

“As time goes on, people are 


forgetting about her and the baby, 
not sharing missing post as much,” 
said Jenkins. “It’s out of sight, out 
of mind. We need the word to stay 
fresh in East Texas until someone 
is tired of hearing her name, seeing 
her face and they will come forward 
with info.” 

Grant’s family managed to put 
enough money together to offer a 
$ 10,000 reward to anyone able to 
provide information about her. 

“We need national attention.. 
Someone will break soon,” said 
Jenkins. “[I] just hope it’s not too 
late to bring them home safe.” 

Anyone with information 
concerning Grant’s disappearance or 
whereabouts should contact Kilgore 
Police.

“If there was an email notification to 
the entire campus when the report first came 
out, then there must be another notification 
using the same method ... the report must be 
redistributed campus-wide and, if it is posted 
online, the campus must receive notification to 
look for the corrected report,” said LoMonte. 


According to Lessner, the students and 
faculty will be notified, but she did not specify 
how that would happen. 

The Drumbeat asked whether the victim 
would be notified that the case had been 
reclassified, what will happen to the perpetrator 
and if a new investigation will happen.

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Trainer shares why health and fitness is important

It is a Monday afternoon andTJC trainer Tony Tadasa 
is taking laps around the track inside Ornelas Health and 
Physical Education Recreation Center. The run is part of 
his ritual to prepare for the hour-long, core strengthening 
class he leads. 

Tadasa, who serves as director of the Tyler Area 
Business Incubator located on the West Campus, is 
passionate about exercising. He wants all who take his 
exercise classes to be as healthy as they can be. 

Approximately 10 minutes before the class begins, 
Tadasas students, a mixture of young adults enrolled in 
classes and older adults who live in the area, begin arriving 
in the exercise room. Each greets their beloved instructor 
with a hug, handshake or the classic Japanese bow, paying 
respectful homage to his heritage. 

Tadasa has not always practiced healthy living. He 
said that he smoked for 50 years until one day he coughed 
up phlegm and saw blood in it. 

“That day I quit smoking,” said Tadasa. 


He vowed to never smoke another cigarette again. In 
2010, Tadasa was diagnosed with stage one lung cancer. 
Fortunately, the cancer was discovered in an early stage. 

“I had one third of the lung on the right side taken 
away... so they had to expand the rib cage... (It) still hurts,” 
Tadasa said. 

He found that exercise helped him recover quicker 
from the surgery. 

“Even that serious of surgery, three weeks later I was 
here (at Ornelas HPE Center) doing it,” said Tadasa. “So 
that would even tell you, if you’re in good shape, your 
recovery from sickness or surgery is very quick.” 

Back in Tadasas class, the students have begun 
doing a series of crunches and other exercises that focus 
on strengthening core muscles of the body, the muscle 
groups between the ribcage and pelvis. According to the 
Mayo Clinic, core exercises are an important part of a well- 
rounded fitness program. 

“Core exercises train the muscles in your pelvis, 
lower back, hips and abdomen to work in harmony,” says 
information on its website. “This leads to better balance and
